hundreds of peacetime’ civilians. Cruel 
deformaces of nose and mouth: the 
disfigurements left by terrible acci- 
dents; hairlip, cleft plate, abnormalit- 
ies Of the jaw or ears: the ravages of 
illness, grief or age; hideous. Birth- 
marks that ruin otherwise attractive 
faces—all these are being robbed of 
their horror by the skill acquired by 
sculptor surgeons of the battlefield.
